GAINESVILLE — Everything 
looks brighter for the citrus grow- 
er than for the vegetable grower 
in 1953-54, says Florida Agricul- 
tural Outlook Committee. 

The committee, 34 men repre- 
senting various offices within state 
and federal agricultural agencies, 
said in its 12th annual forecast for 
Florida that the outlook is for a 
highly favorable inventory ровї- 
tion" when,the 1953-54 citrus crop 
comes in. The state produced some 
110,500,000 boxes of citrus in 1952- 
53, the specialists said; but con- 
centrate inventory stocks are 12 
per cent under a year ago. The 
forecast for 1953-54 is 116,790,000 
boxes. 

The outlook committee, which 
annually hàs some recommenda- 
‘tions for all farmers, saw little 
about which the truck farmers 
should cheer. 

The experts would reduce plant- 
ings of lima beans, winter cabbage, 
celery, spring sweet corn; cucum- 
bers, eggplant, -escarole, endive, 
peppers, Irish potatdés, squash, to- 
matoes and watermelons. The:
